North Koreans Pour 


Heavy Forces Across 


River, Aim 3-Pronged 
Drive at Vital Hub on 
Road to Pusan.

TOKYO, Sunday, Aug. 13 (AP) 
~—North Korean Reds poured 
heavy reinforcements across the 
Naktong river Saturday on the 
central front of the Korean battle 
line. 

American Twenty-feurth Divi- 
sion troops in the Changnyong 
area southwest of Taegu were en- 


gaged in heavy fighting, with their , 
supply lines threatened by gCom- | 
munist roadblock set up in a Red | 


flanking movement. Reinforce- 
ments from the Twenty-fifth Di- 
vision, now on the Chinju front 
in the south, were being rushed 
back northward to meet this en- 
emy thrust, which was part of a 
three-pronged North Korean drive 


on the rail and road hub of Taegu. | 


One Threat Serious. 

One prong of the Red offensive 
was northwest of Taegu, near 
Waegwan. One was aimed direct- 
ly at the city, in the Tuksong 
area. The third and apparently 
the most serious, was in the Chan- 
gnyong area. Tne Red breakout 
there was pointed toward the 
vital Taegu-Pusan road. 

A communique from Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur’s headquarters 
early today said a North Korean 
prisoner of war reported three

Pohang Fighting Continues. 

Fighting continued in the Po- 
hang area, on the east coast, 
headquarters said, but the situa- 
tion there was described “‘much 
improved.” Allied planes and 
warships pounded Red traffic 
moving. south. along the _ east 
coast, The airfield southeast of 
Pohang port was still in Amer- 
ican hands. 

(The United Press dispatch said 
the thrust eastward from the 
Changnyong bridgehead put the 
Communists within 12 miles. of 
the main highway and railway 
from Pusan to Taegu. It quoted 
Maj. Gen. John ‘Church, com- 
mander of the Twenty-fourth, as 
saying: 

(“This is the first time I’ve 
ever had my main supply routes 
cut in more than 30 years of 
military service:’’) 

Moving Troops North. 

Col. John (Mike) Michaelis, 
who commanded the Twenty-fifth 
Division’s main task force in the 
drive toward Chinju, led the re- 
inforcements northward. . 

The Twenty-fourth Division Fri- 
day whittled down the bridge- 
head and gained ‘more that a 
mile along the threé-mile front 
in an attack that carried one 
Yank column to the river. 

Allied forces threw back two 
new Red thrusts across the Nak- 
tong river in the Waegwan area 
near Taegu. 

Troopers of the First Cavalry 
Division, bayonets fixed, thrust 
back an attempted-river crossing 
at Kaepo. Erickson said the Reds 
in “battalion strength” crossed 
the river in darkness and tried to 
set up a foothold beneath close- 
range supporting artillery fire.

TOKYO, Aug. 12 (INS)—More 
than 50 United States Super- 
fortresses extended the air offen- 
sive today almost to the Soviet 
Siberian border With a 550-ton 
blasting of Najin-dong, important 
rail terminus and port in North 
Korea’s extreme northeast cor- 
ner. 

Reaching farther north than 
any previous raids, the fleet of 
B-29s rained bombs down on what | 
were officially termed “military 
targets” at Najin-dong, also 
known as Rashin, only 17 miles 
southwest of the short Korean-

from the Russian port of Vladi- 
vostok.

The 50-year-old Sir Glad- 
wyn Was educated at Eton and at 
Magdalen C@lege, Oxford, and 
has been in the British diplomatic 
service ever since he left Oxford 
with first-class honors in history. 
Sir Gladwyn looks and talks like 
the Whitehall career diplomat 
that he is. 

Yet no one thus far has so ably 
defended the American doughboy 
in Korea against the persistent 
Russian assertions that Americans 
are bleeding and dying in that 
far-off land not in behalf of world 
order and: decency but as agents 
of imperialist powers.

Total to Be Summoned 
by Early Fall Now

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP)— 
The Army and Air Force are call- 
ing up 59,444 more reserves, 
boosting to 121,444 the number 
they will summon for active duty 
within the next two and one-half 
months. 

The Air Force, hinting at ad- 
ditional future calls, said last 
night it expects to put 8000 offi- 
cers and 42,000 enlisted men into 
active service by early fall. It 
spoke of this number as an “ini- 
tial requirement.” . 

The Army announced it is or- 
dering 9444 male reserve offi- 
cers to active duty by Oct. 6. Last 
week it called for. 62,000 reserve 
enlisted men to report in Sep- 
tember and October. !

captain or below and enlisted 
men with special military skills. 
The Army wants 7862 captains 
and Jieutenants plus 168% medi-

NEW YORK WILDCAT

SERVICE RESUMED 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP)—A 
two-day-old wildcat strike by bus 
drivers on lines carrying 350,000 
daily passengers was called off 
today. Service was resumed im- 
mediately on the 16 affected lines. 

James O’Shea, Local 100 shop 
steward of the CIO Transport 
Workers" Union, said the men 
went back to work “pending fur- 
ther negotiation with the com- 
pany on our grievances.” 

The walkout began Thursday 
as a protest by 265 drivers against 
what they called. poor mainten- 
ance of busses. They said bus 
windshields were dirty, a safety 
hazard. About 200 other. drivers 
joined the strike yesterday..

Some downtown stores made 
delivery trucks available to their 
employes to get them to work to- 
day and most hospitals were pro- 
viding private transportation for 
their nurses and employes. Others 
hitchhiked to work or rode with 
neighbors owning automobiles. 
Taxicabs and service cars did a 
land-office business. 

One truck driver, who had 
placed benches lengthwise, was 
observed proceeding south on 
Grand boulevard with this sign on 
the truck: “Passengers, 25 cents.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

For the fourth time in as many years, 
the completely. mis-named “Public Serv- 
ice Company” again has brazenly shown 
its “public-be-damned” policy in reject- 
ing the arbitration panel’s recommenda- 
tions. 

Here is a perfect example of intransi- 
gent monopoly capitalism at its sordid 
worst. The representatives of the com- 
pany are never hesitant to prate of free 
enterprise before civic and business 
meetings, but when the company cannot 
make all the rules of the game, their 
porcine squealings demanding their own 
type of socialistic protection of inviola- 
ble corporate profits are loud and long. 


The company’s irresponsibility is typi- 
eal of an ever increasing demand on the 
part of our country’s industrial and com- 
mercial institutions for profit returns 
guaranteed by law as a substitute for 
old fashioned brains, know-how and in- 
genuity in earning reasonable rates of 
return. 

The company’s complete lack of any 
sense of public obligation is the best 
argument in the wor'd for municipal 
ownership and operation of mass trans- 
portation facilities. In fact all monop- 
oly utilities should be publicly owned 
and operated. 

Even under the most corrupt and in- 
efficient municipal operation thé serv- 
ice could not be worse than it is under 
the present ownership. In addition, an 
administration which failed to render 
better service at lower fares could be 
voted out of office within not more than 
four years time.

Two wrongs do not make a right and three 
wrongs are even worse. is what we have 
in St. Louis—three wrongs—in the bus and 

The first wrong was the wrong of the Public 
| Service Co. which, despite its name, permitted 
public service to break down. The company 

refused to accept a decision of the mediation 
panel under the King-Thompson Act. 

The second wrong was the wrong of Gov. 
Smith who took over the utility operation under 
the King-Thompson Act, but did not use the 
authority of the law to put in force the recom- 
mendations of the panel. | 

The third wrong was the wrong of the em- 
ployes. By a series of wildcat walkouts, they 
stopped all service on all lines. Unfortunately, 
from the standpoint of the workers, this third 
wrong was the one which actually produced 
hardship on the community, caused though it 
was by the first and second wrongs. 

The panel said the workers were entitled to 
the 7-cent increase and the panel is the King- 
Thompson Act's means for determining what is 
fair and just. When the company refused to 
follow the panel, it flouted not only the panel 
but the King-Thompson Act. 

Thus, the position of the members of the 
union was so well established in law that they 
have only hurt themselves by refusing to operate 
busses and streetcars. That is the worst possible 
way of going about getting the increase recom- 
mended for them by the panel, 

The longer this strike continues, the more St. 
Louisans will forget that the principal reason 
they are without transportation is the Public 
Service Company's strike against the people. It 
was the company the public held responsible. 
Every minute the strike continues, the blame its 
being shifted to the men. 

The plain fact is that the operators, no mat- 
ter how just thelr case, are now in defiance of 
the law of Missouri, By joining the company in 
striking against the people, they are inviting 
the penalties the King-Thompson Act provides. 
They are inviting the Legislature to write stiffer 
penalties into the act. ! 

And most important, they are undermining 
the public support for their cause. Even 
though Gov. Smith failed to put the raise into 
effect immediately when he seized the system, 
as he should have done, a strike against the 
State is a far different thing from a strike 
against the company. 

If the men would have the wage increase now, 
they must have popular support; and they will 
continue to lose friends so long as they remain 
in violation of the law. ‘ 

Three wrongs do not make a right any more 
than two.

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Fifth Column of ts chaos 


Soviet Russia hasn't yet made good on its 
bargain of two years ago to buy 20 American 
movies. It is, of course, impossible to believe 
that Moscow has been unable to find 20 good 
ones. Movies are better than ever, aren't they? 

The trouble seems ‘to be that the Moscow film 
commissars haven't been able to decide on 20 
American movies which they feel safe in ex- 
posing to the Russian public. At first they 
seratched around for films like “The Grapes of 
Wrath” which criticize aspects of the American 
But then it dawned on them that the 
very fact that Hollywood was permitted to make 
such pictures might be construed as favorable to 
this country. 

So the Russians now seem to be interested in 
non-ideological fare, such as “Tarzan’s New York 
Adventure” and “The Sea Wolf.” They should 
take warning. The no-content film is Holly- 
wood’s ancient specialty. If it ever gets a grip 
on the Russian public, there is no telling what 
may happen to the taste for ideological movies 
in the land where ideology is everything. 
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The RFC Shaken Up 


It is unlikely that President Truman’s shakeup 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation di- 
rectorate involves a-.profound shift in Adminis- 
tration social policy. 

The simplest and most credible explanation 
is that under its former chiefs the RFC failed 
to stay out of trouble. It aroused widespread 
criticism and got itself investigated by a Senate 
subcommittee headed by Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas. Now, in the midst of the investiga- 
tion, Mr. Truman changes the guard. He does 
not ask a great deal from his subordinates except 
that they keep their noses clean, and he ap- 
parently felt that Chairman Harley Hise and 
Republican member Harvey Gunderson had let 
him down in this respect. 

As to the three new members, the two Demo- 
crats are an Oklahoma bank president, W. Elmer 
Harber, and a Massachusetts county court 
justice, C. Edward Rowe, while the Republican, 
Walter E. Cosgriff, is a bank president from 
Salt Lake City, and the sponsor of a plan for 
expanded government loans to small business. 

We hope the new directors, together with the

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Tax Excess Profits Now 


The Senate Banking Committee has voted for 
a 3-billion-dollar increase in individual income 
taxes, collection to start Oct. 1. 

The committee has voted for a 114-billion- 
dollar increase in corporation income taxes, col- 
lection to start Jan. 1. 

For individuals, the increase will apply to the 
last quarter of 1950 income, and most of it will 
be paid in that quarter through pay-as-you-go 
salary deductions. 

For corporations, the increase will apply to 
the last half of 1950 income, and all of it will be 
paid in 1951, since corporations are not on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. . 

In proposing to collect in new taxes two dol- 
lars from individuals for every one dollar col- 
lected from corporations, Senator Georgé’s com- 
mittee is, of course, taking note of the fact that 
individuals as a group have far more income to 
be taxed than corporations as a group. But it 
should also take note of the fact that corpora- 
tions have received a much greater percentage 
reduction of their taxes since the end of World 
War IT than individuals. | 

In 1949 the Treasury collected from individ- 
uals 7 per cent less than at the wartime peak, 
but it collected from corporations 42 per cent 
less. 

Now that defense needs make a tax rise un- 
avoidable, Congress should see to it that the in- 
crease is fairly apportioned. The obvioys way to 
do this is to enact an excess profits tax, and 
make it applicable to corporation income for the 
latter half of 1950. If a corporation does not 
have excess income during that period, it won't 
pay an excess profits tax. If it does have excess 
income, it ought to pay the tax. 

President Truman says there will be an excess 
profits tax eventually. Why not now? If it is 
put off until after next January, the tax will 
apply to 1951 income and will not be collected 
until 1952. Both to fight inflation effectively 
and to apportion the defense load fairly, excess 
profits should be taxed, as individual income will 
be taxed, now. 
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Support for Trygve Lie 

In once again rejecting the idea of a Big 
Three meeting between himself, Attlee and 
Stalin, President Truman at his Thursday press 
conference stated that he favors “high level” 
sessions of United Nations leaders after the 
Korean crisis is settled. 

This is an important statement which deserves 
more emphasis than it got by being sandwiched 
in among other remarks at a press conference. 
So far as we know, it is the first open and 
explicit announcement that this country sup- 
ports the plea of U.N. Secretary General Trygve 
Lie for a session of the Security Council at 
which the big powers would be represented by 
their foreign secretaries or chiefs of state. 

Mr. Lie’s purpose in proposing such a session 
was to bring about “a review at the highest 
level of outstanding issues” and “to halt further 
deterioration towards another world war.” He 
agrees with Mr. Truman that settlement of the 
Korean crisis must come first. But Mr. Truman 
does well to put himself on record in favor of a 
negotiating session thereafter which would get 
down to other basic issues dividing East and 
West. 

Two conditions would have to be satisfied 
before such a session could be held. The China 
representation issue would have to be settled, 
and the Russians would have to be willing to 
negotiate instead of using the Security Council, 
as they are now doing, for a propaganda sound- 
ing board. 

With time and wise statesmanship, these con- 
ditions might be met. In any case we are glad 
that President Truman told the world that this 
country’s door is still open to negotiations for 


peace. 
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A Bargain for County Taxpayers 

The $15,000 cost of financing the first year's 
operations of a mental hygiene clinic for malad- 
justed children in St. Louis county—$10,000 of 
which will be paid from federal funds—should 
be one of the best bargains county taxpayers 
ever purchased. 

For serious maladjustments in childhood fre- 
quently are the origin of criminal careers as 
adults. Correcting the maladjustments can save 
murders, burglaries, rapes and arsons later. 

It can save the county the cost ef caring for 
the individual in the future in a prison or men- 
tal hospital, and can salvage him so that he may 
take his place as a useful citizen. The best place 
to attack the problem of mental illness is where 
the county is attacking it—in childhood. 
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British Conservatives Hesitate 
British Conservatives, who tried to make 
political hay out of the Labor party’s opposition 
to the Schuman plan for a European coal-steel 
pool, have shown again that they share Labor's 
misgivings about the essential element of the 
plan—an international authority with real power. 
They presented to the European Consultative 
Assembly meeting at Strasbourg a watered-down 
Schuman plan. of their own. The essential dif- 
ference between the two proposals is that Schu- 
man wants ultimate authority to rest in a kind 
of international parliament of limited power. 
The British Conservatives, with the probable, 


though for the present silent, support of the La-' 


borites, want ultimate authority to remain in 
the hands of national governments. 

The British Conservative plan calls for a 
committee of the foreign ministers of member 
states to have final control, with any nation free 
to veto any decision which would “adversely 


affect the basic economic, social or strategic 


policy” of a member state. 

This would ‘be in the pattern of. most of the 
international organizations which have been set 
up in West Europe since the recent war. It is a 
realistic statement of how far most Britons, no

When the city of Hannibal recently 
asked. the Ullinois Attorney ..General for 
an opinion on the legality of a city in ohe 
state establishing an airport in the ad- 
joining state and got a favorable answer 
it seemed time to suggest that we reorient

between states and that boundaries don’t 
mean as much today as they once did. 


In fact, the incident helps recall the ex- 


perience Quincy once had in planning an.

A group of Quincy men clubbed togeth- 
er and bought the land. But then they 
ran into imponderables. There was the 
river and the bridge where, at the time, 
tolls were asked. There was the question 
of financial help in building runways and 
needed equipment. 

The Federal Government might have 
been generous but the idea of a city in 
one state building an airport in an adjoin- 
ing state was called preposterous. It 
wouldn't work, the critics said. Finally, 
the disappointed group of owners put the 
land in soybeans, harvested a crop or two 
and then sold it. 

Now Hannibal approaches the question 
under different circumstances. Both bridges 
today are free and there is no hindrance 
in ge sae from one state into the 
other. 


A New York Idea 


Credit is generally given to the late Gov. 
Al Smith of New York for evolving the 
idea that an agency could be set up to 
deal with matters affecting areas in sev- 
eral states. He called his creation the 
New York “port authority” and it was de- 
signed to deal with the thousand matters 
arising from the operation of the harbor. 
The New York experiment has worked well. 

There might be a good location for an- 
other of these “authorities” in the Quad 
Cities of Davenport, Rock Island, Moline 
and East Moline. 


Another area nearer home is also to try 
this joint administration of harbor and 
similar matters. is is the St. Louis 
area, where the two legislatures have 
agreed to put the administration of such 
matters under a joint Missouri-Illinois 
agency.

A St. Louis port authority, if it was 
given that name and the powers that go 
with it, would have plenty to do just with 
the bridge question. During heavy traffic 
hours cars, trucks and railroad trains pour 
in a stream across the present bridges and 
they are building a new one. 

The use of this “authority” arrangement 
is based on the sensible theory that places 
like St. Louis and New York and its ad- 
jacent neighbors in New Jersey are really 
just one community and have matters that 
could be administered in common. 


Sovereignty Not Involved 


No issue of sovereignty is involved in 
any of these bi-state arrangements for joint 
control ef territory lying in two states. Po- 
litical matters remain just as they were. 
Probably there are economic adjustments 
to be made. Thus, in the St. Louis case, 
there is a differential between what Mis- 
souri asks in the form of a gasoline tax 
and.the higher levy exacted in Illinois. 

One can see how such matters as zoning 
could be capably handled by an “authority” 
of the kind that is to be set up. Such mat- 
ters as parking, garbage collection and traf- 
fic regulations, which are administered sep- 
arately in the two states, could be made to 
conform in the bi-state area. 


Will Quincy ever reach out into Missouri 
for a union with West Quincy? That mat- 
ter seems far away in the future. But it 
may be, measured by the development that 
has been under way there in the last year 
or two spurred perhaps by the free bridge 
and a little edge in taxes, that factory 
building would be undertaken across the 
river. 

The one great physical hazard in the 
picture is the danger of floods.

Sacheverell Sitwell’s admirable book is 
modeled to a great extent upon Theophile 
Gautier’s “Voyage en Espagne” of a hun- 
dred years ago, which depicted Spain as a 
quaint and exotic land of gypsies, bandits, 
decaying castles and cathedrals, the last 
survival of the world that was before the 
Reformation and the French Revolution. 
Although Spain has acquired some rail- 
roads and factories since Gautier’s day, 
together with accompanying problems, this 
magnificent country is still set apart in 
its manners and customs from the remain- 
der of Western Europe.

The amendment was proposed 
by Paul Reynaud 
Churchill said, in accepting the 
amendment, that he would not 
be a candidate for the post of 
European war minister, as sug- 
gested by Reynaud. 

Churchill’s motion stated that 
a European army would be “sub- 
ject to proper European demo- 
cratic control and acting in full 
co-operation with the United 
States and Canada.” 


Action Has No Legal Force. 


The motion voted by the As-| 


sembly has no legal force, but 
will be submitted for action to 
the Council of Europe’s Commit- 
tee of Ministers. The commit- 
tee is not scheduled to meet again 
before October. 


The use of German troops was 
not specified in the motion, but 
Churchill made it clear in a 
speech to the Assembly that he 
wanted them included. The whole 
idea of creating a European army 
has arisen largely in an attempt 
to find a way of using German 
manpower for European defense 
without creating a German army. 

The French members wanted

Personal Finance See A 
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Slack Season Now 
For the Farmer 
By Leonard Hall 


OW is the time when summer has’ done its 
best—or worst—and the land waits passively 


for autumn. The growing season has passed 


for trees and shrubs, Only the thorny bumelia 
or. woolly buckthorn 
remains to bloom, with 
its inconspicuous clus- 
ters of small flower- 
lets attracting the bees 
in swarms when there 
is little other nectar 
to be had. Even the 
foliage of the spring 
plants has disappeared 


from the woods and © 


now the blossoms of 

summer begin to give 

way to goldenrod and 

aster. The ragged 

purple ironweed still 

persists in unmown 
SP Sc Se &. pastures and chicory 
. —— , : opens its sky-blue 
flowers each morning at sunrise, to close before 
the heat of noonday. Blue lobelia blooms along 
the creek, and out in the fields the cone-like flower 
of the milkwort resembles a small, partly-opened 
clover.

ONLY THE INSECTS seem to thrive on: such 
weather. Grasshoppers grow to tremendous size 
in the hot sun and develop voracious appetites, 
stripping the leaves from any plant they attack. 
In some seasons they have defoliated our multi- 
flora hedges long before autumn sets in, and often 
they take over an alfalfa field before the last 
cutting, leaving little hay for the mower. About 
the only way We have of getting back at them is 
to use them for bluegill bait at the pond, for they 
seem to be a morsel which no member of the 
sunfish family can resist. 

The paper wasps are still busy building their 
nests and are apt to put them in highly inconvenient 
places. One of the big red fighters stung- Ginnie 
on the finger as she spread.a cloth on the picnic 
table at the Big Pond the other evening, and within 
minutes her whole hand was swollen: We covered 
it with good pond mud, which at least distracted 
her attention from the pain. But she swore she'd 
never again believe the old country adage that 
“the first quarter-inch is the wasp’s stinger and 
the other two inches is just imagination.”

OFTEN WHEN WE’VE EATEN supper at the 
pond, we build up the fire and sit until moonrise, 
marveling that there are no mosquitoes. For this 
blessing we can doubtless thank the myriad of 
small fish in the pond, the dragonflies and damsel- 
flies which hunt there ceaselessly through the 
summer day, and the bank and tree swallows and 
nighthawks which come swooping in before dusk. 
Of the summer insects, dragonflies. are one of the 
most interesting to watch. There seem to be at 
least four species which frequent the pond, or 
possibly more, for the dragonflies are an exceed- 
ingly numerous family. Somewhere between 5000 
and 10,000 have been identified and listed. And 
while most of ours have a wing spread of about 
four inches, fossil remains of dragonflies have 
been discovered which have a two-foot. wingspread, 
All of the family are strong flyers,: having two 
@airs of wings which remain in the horizontal 
position when the insect is at rest. This is in 
contrast to the damselflies, which are smaller with 
much slimmer bodies, and wings that fold together 
above the body when they alight. 

The dragonflies have another interesting char- 
acteristic, in that the different members. of the 
order fly at different heights. The big “green 
darner” is a high-flyer, often seen hunting out 
above the fields and far from water. Other mem-. 
bers of the tribe are skimmers, staying close to 
pond or stream and generally flying at heights 
of three to five feet above the water. They eat 
anything alive which they can handle and subdue, 
including many large insects, tadpoles and small 
fish. But their main quarry is the mosquito, and 
for this useful service alone they deserve pro- 
tection. They, on the other hand, furnish food 
for the larger birds, and often, at the pond, we 
see a big bass rise and jump when a dragonfly 
ventures too near the water’s surface. | 
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DESPITE THE DRAGONFLIES and the nightly 
chorus of the katydids, there are some signs that 
autumn is approaching. Every afternoon a band 
of perhaps a hundred swallows comes to play 
above the big ridge field, now and then alighting 
on the telephone wires beside the road; and we 
are sure this banding together is preliminary to 
the southward migration. Killdeer which have 
gone in pairs all summer now congregate in small 
flocks of a dozen or 15 and can be seen together 
in the fields or beside the pond. The goldfinches 
in their bright mature plumage of yellow and 
black come in each afternoon to feed about the 
edges of the vegetable garden and they,.too, are 
starting to congregate in flocks. And now, in many 
a brushy corner about the farm, we flush coveys of 
young bobwhites. Some are nearly full-grown, 
others are smaller. But all are well feathered out 
and strong flyers, which is the sign of a good 
hatching season. 
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THIS IS THE TIME OF YEAR when we try to 
catch up on all those small jobs that the farmer, 
since time out of mind, does when he is resting. 
Eighty loads;of manure have gone out from the 
barns to the alfalfa fields, with three or four saved 
up to build a big compost heap in the vegetable 
garden. The garden itself has passed its prime, 
what with 10 long weeks without a good rain. Yet 
it still yields a bushel or more of tomatoes each 
week, a daily mess of roasting ears, okra, string 
beans, and limas. We've picked the last’ of the 
squash and cucumbers and now are harvesting the 
last planting of onions, beets and carrots.
